Peter's, met in the sacristy and pro- 
ceeded to the chapel of the Holy 
Sacrament, where Pius still lay in 
his open coffin, The canons were 
preceded by the canon bishop and 
by Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, arch-

Upon their arrival at the bier, the 
noble guards who had stood watch 
since the lying-in-state began, with- 
drew, Chanting, the canons blessed 
the mortal remains of the holy 
father. The catafalque was then 
lifted and a procession was formed 
composed of the canons, flanked by 
noble guards and Swiss guards and 
escorted by priests carrying torches, 
After them came the relatives of the 
pope, prelates, and the Vatican 
nobility. 


DUCE TO PAY TRIBUTE 

Premier Mussolini and the Italian 
Royal Family will pay funeral tri- 
bute on Friday to the Pope who re- 
established peace between the Vati- 
can and the Italian state. 

The Fascist Grand Council, King 
Victor Emanuel, the royal court, and 
the diplomatic corps will attend 
mass for Pius XI on that day, pro- 
claimed one of national mourning 

The Pope's Nuncio, Mgr. Fran- 
cesco Borgongini-Duca, will cele-

Pius was the first Pope to whom

Sir Edward Beatty says it is useless 
to try to redistribute wealth by taxation. 
When a “soak the rich” tax is imposed, 
the landlord adds his tax to the rent, big 
business adds the tax to goods, and in the 
end those of least means do the 
either through fresh taxation or through 
an increased cost of living. He might have 
added that sometimes the rich man moves 
to Bermuda or the Bahamas, and leaves 
the tax collector to muse on the text that 
“Riches have wings”.

The aim of 
income taxation is the redistribution of 
incomes, taking something from the large 
earnings of one to pay relief or give em- 
ployment to an No doubt the 
tempt works out much as Sir Edward 
says. The facts of human nature and the 
known facts of tax history confirm the 
view substantially. To say nothing about 
the colony of expatriated Canadian mil- 
lionaires in Nassau. 

But where does all this lead to? The 
hungry have to be fed, and the workless 
given employment or supported without 
work. Either takes money. Money 
only be got from pockets which contain it. 
If the artful dodgers who have plenty add 
the tax to the cost of living 
from those less able to pay, at least the 
money circulates,

King Moves Toward Britain; 
Manion Stays Silent, 
Facing Quebec 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

It is a pretty consistent law of politics that 
important things are not recognized when they 
happen It is the unimportant things, with a 
temporary glitter, that rouse the electorate and 
convulse the politicians. The important ones 
make themselves known later, often with odd 
results, 

It was strictly in accordance with this law 
that the most important thing that hus happened 
this year in the Canadian parliament, the most 
important thing in years, has been largely over- 
looked, is just beginning to emerge into the con- 
sciousness of politicians and public, with results 
which may be profound. 

The most important thing is Premier King’s 
quiet, almost casual announcement that if Britain 
is at war Canada is at war. 

Mr. King chose to make this historic pro- 
nouncement in a_ fashion to attract the least 
attention. He read from a book of memoirs to 
show that this was the Laurier policy and added 
that it was his policy. The whole thing was so 
casual that the House of Commons has only 
begun to realize now what it meant, how it has 
begun to turn Canadian politics upside down 

Most eastern papers paid little attention. The 
British press was a week late observing it. The 
Quebec newspapers have just begun to see it, 
and are out in full cry, 

The nation at large has just begun to realize 
that for the first time since the Great War it is 
committed in fact to all Britain's wars. The 
politicians have just begun to realize that the 
Liberal party has made itself the party of the 
British connection. The Conservative party has 
just begun to realize that if Dr. Manion fails to 
equal Mr. King’s announcement, he can hardly 
hope for support in English-speaking Canada 
and if he does equal it, he may have to throw 
away his hope of capturing Quebec. 

Quebec—there, as ever, is the central diffi- 
culty of “the Achilles’ heel of Canada.” Quebec's 
immediate reaction to Mr. King’s announcement 
was an outburst of isolationism among the 
French members of Parliament on both sides. 
Liberal members from Quebec rushed in to say 
that they stood for “Canada first, above all, for 
Canada alone,” that they did not want to “share 
any longer in any foreign ventures.” 


Conservative, leapt to a new height of intran- 
sigeant nationalism, and denounced the whole 
notion that when Britain is at war Canada is at 
war. 

“When Britain is at war, Canada is at war!”

On the heels of admission by a New York 
judge's wife that she is guilty of smuggling ex- 
pensive dresses and jewellery from Europe, 
comes a request by the District Attorney of that 
State for the impeachment of Senior Judge 
Martin T. Manton of the U.S. Circuit Court of 

Appeals. He is accused of tak- 
WANT JUDGE ing bribes amounting to nearly 
IMPEACHED half a million dollars from repre- 

sentatives of various corpora- 
tions having litigation before the Appeal Court 
in which he gat. 

A prominent Catholic layman and youngest 
judge on the bench when he was appointed by 
President Wilson in 1916, the demand for the 
impeachment of Mr. Justice Manton has caused 
a large-size sensation. 

Aceording to the presentment made by Dis- 
trict Attorney Dewey to the chairman of the 
Judicial Committee of Congress, the judge 
owned and controlled a number of private cor- 
porations, When wealthy litigants came with an 
appeal before the Circuit Court involving a lot 
of money, they would be visited by the agent of 
the judge’s companies, with request for a loan. 
Cheques made out in the judge’s name he would 
endorse over to one or other of his private com- 
panies. In a fight between two rival electric 
razor companies, the judge's representative is 
said to have “borrowed” $77,000 from one of the 
parties—the judge voting for the side that 
“loaned” him the $77,000. 


If any bright young lawyer is interested in 
learning the tariff in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, Judge Manton appointed a gentleman 
named McGrath to act as trustee in bankruptcy 
for the Prudence Company. He passed Mr. Mc- 
Grath’s fees for $32,000, and allegedly accepted 
$12,000 in cash from Mr. Mc- 
Grath, as his split of the fees 
In a brewery dispute a “loan” 
of $10,000 went to one of his 
private companies, and $37,500 from a banker 
cited to appear before him on a charge of bribery. 
The judge instructed the jury to acquit the gen- 
erous banker. 

From one of the Warner brothers in a lawsuit 
between film corporations, Judge Manton got a 
“loan” of $50,000 before giving judgment in favor 
of the Warner company. Most generous of all 
litigants cited by District Attorney Dewey, was 
the American Tobacco Company. A shareholder 
had sued for the repayment of about $10,000,000 
paid out in bonuses to prominent officers of the 
company. After argument was closed, and be- 
fore judgment was given, the advertising agents 
for the American Tobacco Company “loaned” 
thé judge’s “business partner’—a gentleman 
named Sullivan—a sum of $250,000. The money 
was obtained from the lawyers representing the 
gentlemen who got the $10,000,000. 

Out of the $250,000 “loan” the judge is said 
to have received either personally or by payment 
to companies he controlled a sum of $234,000. 
That was in May, 1932. No part of the $250,000 
loan, or any interest thereon, has ever been paid 
to the advertising agency. The quarter million 
was “loaned” before the judge wrote the opinion 
of the court rejectng the shareholders’ suit. 

American judges are much better paid than 
Canadian judges. Perhaps the more money one 
gets, the greater the hunger for more. 


“LOANS” FROM 
LITIGANTS 


Here’s another story about a gift of $250,000 
made by a group of Americans. They are all 
residents of London, subscribers to the Pilgrim's 
Trust, founded in 1930 by Edward S. Harkness, 
New York philanthropst. On the west side of 
the famous Parliament Square is a block of land, 
carrying an old-fashioned 
office block. To prevent it 
fallng into the hands of 
speculators, the Middlesex 
County Council bought the land and building 
three years ago. Council members have been 
trying to induce the national and local govern- 
ments to take the land for the £400,000 they gave 
for it, and add it to Parliament Square. All that 
the two governments will offer is $230,000. 

In this dilemma, the County Council decided 
to sell the property to the only party that would 
give £400,000—a real estate company that pro- 
posed tc erect a huge office building of skyscraper 
type on the property. Such a building erected 
alongside Parliament Square would have dwarf- 
ed the Gothic towers of Westminster Abbey and 
the Houses of Parliament. 

Just before the sale was made there came to 
the rescue the Pilgrim’s Trust with a gift of 
£50,000, to help keep the land for public park 
purposes. A public appeal is to be made for the 
balance of £120,000 to add to the sum offered by 
the governments. Anyone who has visited the 
Vancouver courthouse will know how that noble 
Greek pile has been rendered squat and dumpy 
by the erection of skyscraper hotels on either 
side. Good work for the Pilgrims!

Dental Mechanics Act Is 
Introduced By Edson 
Member 


Five new bills were introduced | 
into the Alberta legislature Mon- 
day and were given first read- 
ing. Included among them was | 
a bill providing for licensing of | 
dental mechanics and the grant- 
ing of authority to them to fit | 
dentures. With eight bills previ- 
ously before the house, there are 
now 13 awaiting disposition, 

J. H. Unwin, §.C., Edson, intro- 
duced the dental mechanics licens- 
ing bill and proposed that it be re- | 
ferred to the house agricultural | 
committee in order that represen- 
sentatives of the Alberta Dental 
Association and others, could make 
submissions, | 

It is provided in the bill that 
dental mechanics shall be exam- 
ined and licensed. They were pre- | 
viously barred from making im- 
pressions for direct sale to patients 
Extraction of teeth and other treat- 
ment is confined to qualified ed 
tists and must not be carried out} 
by dental mechanics. j 

The act is to be administered by 
the minister of health. Regulations | 
for examinations, 


licensing, revok- | 
ing or reinstatement of licenses is | 


left with the government, on rec-/| 
ommendation of the minister of | 
health | 


Supervising examinations will be 
a board, composed of one licensed | 
dental surgeon and two licensed | 
dental technicians, with the board 
being appointed by the executive | 
council, Examinations will be both} 
oral and written. It is required in| 
the bil] that an apprenticeship be | 
served in a dental laboratory or a 
dental office of not less than five| 
years, with not less than two years’ | 
residence in Alberta. Examination 
tee is $5 and license fee $1

One amends the Early 
Act to permit bylaws in local 
provement districts to effect early | 
closing hours in hamlets, and the|
